ay Memoir of REV. E. R. STRICKLAND. 





i, By Rev. H. J. HARRIS. 





Erastus R. Sirickland, sonof Joseph S. and Anna Strickland, was born in Mer- a 
edith Square, Delaware county, N. Y., April 6,1807, and died in sweet peace at 





%, i his home, near Summit, Pike county?Miss., Feb. 24,1892. His parents and all 
ir of his near relatives were Baptists. There were but few Methodists in that part 





of the country as young Strickland grew up ; but he chanced to attenda Metho- 
dist camp meeting in company with some other wild companions, where a dart

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His early Christian life was marked with earnestness and zeal rarely seen in 
the life and character of many of riper years. On his return from the camp 
meeting, with his heart all aglow with holy fire, he instituted family prayers in 
his father’s house. Soon he became the recognized leader in all the social relig- 
ious exercises of the community in which he lived, and instrumental in a won- 
derful revolution in religious sentiment in the place of his nativity. The entire 
Strickland family became Methodists, beside many others. So great was the 
change God wrought through him that he could say “there were but few Baf- 
tists,” or any other than Methgdists, in the community where he lived. His ear- 
ly literary advantages were limited, but, by assiduity, he acquired, at least, a 
quantum of elementary education for the practical purposes of life, and, by utiliz- 
ing the knowledge he had obtained, he sought to increase his store. His only 
opportunity to acquire an education wasto attend what was called the ‘‘Winter 
schools” of that period in New York, which he did at intervals, aggregating alto- 
gether fourteen months. As few boys will do nowadays, he studied at night, af- 
ter the labors of the day in the farm were over. 


Like Jonah, the son of Amittai, brother Strickland was fleeing from the Lord— 
rather fighting against his convictions of duty—when he came South. He felt 
called of God to preach the gospel ; but, dreading the responsibillty, he sought 
to rid himself of his conviction of duty by a change of associations and relaxa- 
tion from the active duties of religion, as he had been wont to practice them in 
the earlier stages of his experience. For atime he succeeded in stifling his con- 
victions, and, yielding to a common weakness, he learned to love “this present 
world.” He entered largely into speculations of various kinds. Among other 
investments, in company with some others constituting a syndicate, he held a 
large interest in lands in Neshoba and Winston counties, in Mississippi, purchas- 
ed of the general government soon after the emigration of the Choctaw Indians 
westward. Thetide of worldly prosperity turned. Reverse of fortune came, and 
with it remorse for broken vows and failure to perform his duty. Brother Strick - 
land renewed his covenant with God, and determined, with the help of grace, to 
do his duty. He was licensed as an exhorter in the year 1834, and obtained li- 
cense to preach as a local preacher in 1835, and the same year moved with his 
_family to Neshoba county, Miss. He had married during his sojourn in Georgia, 
and secured the companionship of a noble woman—a ‘“helpmeet,”? indeed—for 
him during the most perilous season of his earthly career. She was a woman of 
moré than ordinary accomplishments—a moral heroine. Although reared in af- 
fluence, she urged her husband, as this writer knows, to give up all for God, and 
submit to all the privation and toil of itinerant preacher life, at a period that 
tried men’s souls, and of which Methodist preachers of this generation have no 
conception. 


After serving the church as a local preacher for nearly three years, Bro. Strick- 
land was admitted on trial as a traveling preacher in the Mississippi Conference 
at the session held in Grenada, Miss., in the Winter of 1838, and was appointed 
to the Louisville circuit, embracing at that time the counties of Winston, Oktib- 
beha, and about one half of Choctaw. He traveled this circuit one year, and at 
the Conference held at Natchez, December, 1839, he was appointed to Paulding 
circuit, with this scribe as junior preacher. Here began our personal acquaint- 
ance in 1840. We had never met before. He was one year my senior asa trav- 
eling preacher. Neither of us was able to attend the session of Conference at 
Natchez. There were no telegraph or railroad lines in those days, and mail fa- 
cilities were limited and unreliable. We were both residing at the time in East 
Mississippi; but, owing to the uncertainty of communication, it was about two 
or three weeks after the adjournment of Conference before I chanced to hear of 
my appointment, and if memory serves me rightly, it was more than one month 
before Bro. Strickland knew where he was assigned. He gave all dilligence, 
however, and arrived with his wife and children soon as possible, and entered 
vigorously upon his work. There was no parsonage on the circuit, and the 
preacher’s family had to be quartered upon others as they could find room. For- 
tunately for both of us, however, we each had a place of retreat. While his fam- - 
ily could speud much of their time at their home in Neshoba county, my father- 
in-law resided in the bounds of the circuit, and my wife could find a home with 
her parents. 
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Our circuit was sparsely populated, and there was little wealth among the 
Methodist people. Notwithstanding, Bro. Strickland conceived the idea of hold- 
ing a camp meeting near the town of Paulding, about three miles westward. We 
had to solicit aid from men outside the church and draw support from distant 
points of the circuit. Bro. Strickland called a council, arranged his plans, sent 
out his lieutenants to secure all the help we could. Hon. Henry Mounger, father 
of Rev. E. H. Mounger, of the Mississippi Conference, was judge ot the circuit 
court for the district at the time, and Gen. John Watts was district attorney. It 
was important, if possible, to secure help from them. Neither of them was a 
-member of any church. This writer, in company with Rev. R. J. Jones, Sr., then 
a local preacher on the circuit, was deputed to interview Judge Mounger. Bro. 
Strickland called upon Gen. Watts. We succeeded in getting the co-operation of 
both these popular and influential men. They erected large tents, and entertain- 
ed scores of people after the old style. 

But now of the results: These two prominent men were happily converted, and 
_ all their houses, for neither of them, nor their families (except, perhaps, "Mrs. 
Watts), were converted before, nor belonged to any church. Such display of 
converting power we had never seen before, as crowned the labors of that meet- 
ing. Judge Mounger’s whole family now, for tne second generation, are 


“Traveling home to God 
In the way their father trod.” 


The same is true of the descendants of Gen. John Watts, whose brothers and 
sisters all, as well as his own family, are Methodists. Both these noble men, 
about.a year after their~conversion, were licensed at the same time as local 
preachers. The next week after they were converted they opened the court at 
Paulding with prayer, and continued to do so all around the district. 

“Oh, what will the harvest be?’’ 


What a load of sheaves will Bro. Strickland bring to the eternal harvest! He 
was wise in “‘winning souls.’ He was suz generis in his modes; artless, appar- 
ently, as a child, but strategic and wonderfully successful in his early ministry. 

The Conference at the close of 1841 was held in New Orleans, Bishop Waugh 
presiding. Bro. Strickland determined to take his wife with him to Conference. 
His appointment to Opelousas was a surprise, and by many considered an unnec- 
essary affliction. He had for two years traveled a poor Circuit, had a meager 
support, and was exceeding scarce of means; his family scattered, andere he 
could gather them together his money would be exhausted. His precious wife 
wept bitterly; the whole Conference sympathized with them. Nevertheless, he 
determined, with God’s help, to go to his appointment. When father and mother 
had reached their children once more, they were iurther from their field of labor 
than when at New Orleans. without any public transportation and without money 
to defray the necessary expense. Yet, with firm trust in God and at the urgent 
appeal of his heroic wife, who was a grand and noble women, committing all into 
fhe divine hands, he started, and made the trip from Neshoba county, Miss., to 
Opelousas, La., on horseback. For three months of painful anxiety and suspense 
he heard not a word from his family, nor had they any tidings from him. (This 
was fifty years ago, well nigh, and mail facilities were limited and unrebiable.) 
At the end of these three months this writer received a letter from him, making 
pitiable appeal for some intelligence from his loved ones. I succeeded in getting 
communication between them; but it was six months before he ventured to leave 
his work long enough to visit them. The dominant religion of the ‘Opelousas 
country,’ as it was then called, was Roman Catholic. There were, perhaps, not 
more than two or three Protestant families of any prominence in the bounds of 
the circuit. Chief among his supporters, and the friends of Methodism, were the 
Lewis and Nugent families. But these were of the right sort, and their posterity 
still adhere to the religion of their fathers, and, wherever scattered abroad, are 
found battling for God and Heaven. Bro. Strickland, if I mistake not, succeeded 
in building a house for the Lord in Opelousas, where ‘there was none before, and 
many were added to the church during the two years he was allowed to remain 
there. Meanwhile his family had joined him, and all his tribulation was overrul- 
ed for good. 

Bro. Strickland traveied Louisville circuit one year; Paulding, two years; 
Opelousas, two years; Brandon, two years; Bayou Pierre, two years; Crystal 
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Springs, two years (where we were colleagues again); Raymond, one year; 
Greenville, one year; Holmes, two years; Summit, two years; Monticello, two 
years; was superannuated in 1877, and was faithful to the end. He fell asleep 
in Jesus, and is now joining the chorus of the redeemed. 





REV. LEVI PEARCE. 


Rev. Levi Pearce was born in Johnston county, N.C., October 28, 1808, and 
died in Jackson, La., July 26, 1892, just before completing his eighty-fourth year. 

He was reared in Anson county, N. C., where he professed religion and be- 
came a member of the M. E. Church in 1828. In 1832 he removed to Madison 
county, Miss.; was licensed to preach by Rev. fhos. Griffin, Sept. 12, 1834, and 
was admitted on trial in the Mississippi Conference in December 1835. After a 
year’s service he was discontinued at his own request, but was re-admitted in 
1838, and continued to be a member until his death——a period of about fifty-five 
years, including twenty-three of superannuation. For more than thirty years 
Bro. Pearce was a most zealous and devoted itinerant preacher, filling with great 
acceptability and usefulness all the varied appoiutments, fromthe humblest mis-_ 
sion to the highest station, and all the offices from preacher on trial to presiding 
elder and president of an Annual Conference. His appointment in 1835 was 
Opelousas, La., and between 1838 and 1854 he filled the following appointments: 
Grand Gulf, Fa~ette, Woodville, Port Gibson, Vicksburg, Natchez, Yazoo district, 
Yazoo circuit and Yazoo City. During the next eight years he was the presiding 
elder of the Yazoo and Vicksburg districts. He served Vernon in 1863, and, after 
the war, filled Madison circuit in 1866. 

No man in his day wielded a greater influence than he in the Mississippi Con- 
ference. The last year, but one, that he traveled among us—1865—his brethren 
honored him with an almost unanimous election to the presidency of the Confer- 


~ence, which. in the absence of the Bishop, he conducted to the close, making the 


appointments to the general satisfaction. 

Soon after the terminatson of the war, in which he felt that the Southern people 
had staked and lost their all, he made up his mind that he could no longer remain 
in the United States; hence he removed with his family, in 1867, to British Hon- 
duras. Here, while he escaped the peculiar inflictions and oppressions of the 
reconstruction period, he, no doubt, encountered hardships that were more endu- 
rable to those only who had determined to endure them. In Honduras he found 
plenty of good, cheap land, covered by unbroken forests, where tropical produc- 
tions of great market value grew almost spontaneously. By hard labor he opened 
lands and settled homes for himself and his children. . 

It must not be supposed that Bro. Pearce lost interest in the work of the chur@h 
by his expatriation. He was ever active in preaching the gospel to those around 
him, and saw in Spanish as well as in British Honduras mission fields ripe unto 
the harvest. i 

He had his own house registered as a place of worship until his circumstances 
enabled him, with the aid of his children, to erect a church. This, with several 
acres of land, he donated to the Wesleyan Mission, that being the only society of 
Methodists in the colony. Here he often preached in the absence of the pastor, 
even when his health was so broken that he was compelled to abandon all 


‘business. 


Writing and asking the Mississippi Conference to send missionaries to that 


_ region, he says: ‘‘Central America constitutes a fine field for missionary opera- 


tions; quite as good as Mexico.’ Again he says: “There is a plantation about 
seven miles from here where preaching is very much needed, with a, population of 


300 persons; and a village of 800 people with no Protestant worship of any kind. 


Twenty miles from here is Livingston, in Guatemala, with a population of 1,000, 
without Protestant worship. Then the whole of Spanish Honduras is open to the 
gospel, and in some places anxious to receive it. The church in our neighbor- 
hood will be a nucleus for missionary operations in the surrounding country.” — 
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Thus we see that his heart was ever in the great work of his life—the preaching 
of the gospel for the salvation of men. 

Bro. Pearce was a strong man in every sense of the word. Physically large, he 
was mentally powerful, and had a will that carried all his weight with an irresisti- 
ble momentum against whatever his judgment opposed. He attacked wrong 
wherever found with a dauntless intrepidity. ‘In his warfare with sin he made 
no compromise with Satan. Among minds of'smalier mold this, of course, made 
~ him enemies, as those who go to war with a prince ever find enemies among his 
subjects.’ He was a man of strong common sense, superior judgment and invinc- 
ible courage; he was never known to back out. Few men could have ruled an 

empire or led an army to victory with more skill and certainty than he; yet he 
was an humble, teachable child of the Lord Jesus Christ, and a lover of peace. 

He was several times elected to the General Conference, and once stood at the 
. head of his delegation. He was twice married: first in his nineteenth year, to 

Miss Frances Valentine. To them twochildren were born, one of whom still 
lives. His second marriage was to Miss Maria L. Henderson, in 1836, who is now 
living. To them were born six children, four of whom are living. 

One of his reasons for leaving the United States wasthe hope of finding relief 
in a tropical climate from a serious throat trouble under which he was suffering. 
He informed me that the warm climate, ina measure, relieved, but did not remove 
this disease which impaired the power of his voice. He suffered with it to the 
last. 

About a year before his death his health gave way, and he was confined for some 
time to his room; but he was induced to come to this country in the hope that a 
cooler climate might give him relief. During these months of confinement he 
read the Old Testament once, the Psalms twice, and the New Testament nine 
times, finding, as he said, new light and fresh comfort with each reading. 

Last November he reached Jackson, La., and spent the remainder of his days 
with his wife and daughter, who had preceded him to this country in search of 
health for the mother. * Bro. Lyman Carley was with him mach during his final 
days. His loyalty to the Mississippi Conference was intense. ‘“‘God bless the 
Mississippi Conference!” was frequently on his lips, and he expressed an earnest 
desire to meet with them once more, though he felt the meeting must be to him a 
sad one, since so many of his beloved companions had joined the church triumph- 
ant. The mere mention of his ministry in connection with that body, or the quo- 
tation of Scripture by Bro. Carley, would quiet him when nothing else could, and 
often, when his mind was not clear on any other subject, “he would give a piece 


of church history with accuracy, or trace a doctrinal argument, to the astonish- 


ment of all who watched over him eager to catch whatever might comfort when 
“he should be gone.” Thus died this aged minister of the gospel, trusting in and 
comforted by the faith which it had ,been the business of his life to preach to 
others.

JAMES WILLIAM LAMBUTH, D. D. 


“James William Lambuth, D. D., was born in Alabama, U. S. A., March 2nd, 
1830 ; was graduated from the College at Oxford, Miss., now the University of 
Mississippi, in 1852 ; and in 1853 he married Miss Isabella McClellan, who was 
related to the families of General George B. McClelland and ex-President Cleve- 
land.” 

“Fle was born of a missionary ancestry. His grandfather was a pioneer mis- 
sionary from Virginia to Middle Tennessee ; and his father, the Rev. J. R. 
Lambuth, was a missionary from Alabama to the Indians of Mississippi, and 
the French of Louisiana.” 

From s@ch ancestry honored of God, came _ the subject of this 
memoir. With the best of religious influences about him, dedicated to 
God in infancy by baptism and brought up in “the nurture and admonition of 
the Lord,” in early youth he united with the Church of his fathers, and while at 
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College. received the witness of the Spirit. From that time his consecration was 
complete. As soon as the voice of the Spirit was clearly recognized in the call 
to preach, he yielded prompt obedience and was licensed to preach. At the ses- 
sion of the Mississippi Annual Conference, held in Canton, in 1853, he was ad- 
mitted on trial into the traveling connection and was appointed by the presiding 
bishop missionary to China. Shortly after the adjournment of the Conference, 
he was married to Miss McClellan, a native of one of the North-eastern States, 
and also an accomplished and successful school teacher, who cheerfully gave her- 
self to the work in that far off land of Sinim, whose people had once filled the 
vision of Isaiah, and before whose brazen gates the missionaries had so long 
waited and prayed for their opening. 


Early in 1854 they left New York in a sailing \essel, accompanied by Dr. D. 
C. Kelley and the Rev. J. L. Belton and their wives. Nearly five months were 
required for the long, weary, tempestuous voyage. Dr. W. G. E. Cunnyngham, 
then a young man, was the only representative of our church to give the wearied 
ones a welcome to that land where the gospel was so sorely needed. There, in 
the regions round about Shanghai for thirty-three years, James and Isabella 
Lambuth labored for the Lord and sought to save souls. It is said of our brother 
that although three missionaries had preceded him, yet he was the pioneer of 
much of our work there, especially the evangelistic work. While he preach- 
ed to the men, his faithful wife gathered the women and the children about 
her, and in every way helped and in no way hindered, her zealous husband in 
his abundant labors. 


He possessed rare facility for the acquiring of foreign languages, and soon be- 
came not only able to preach in the Chinese language, but also lateron, to take 
a large part in the translation of the New Testament into that difficult tongue. It 
was through his influence and with his assistance that a translation was made of 
the Bible or of the New Testament intothe dialect of the common people—all 
other efforts having been made in the scholarly Mandarin written language. 
About twenty volumes, some being theological works, came from his pen. Cate- 
chisms and several tracts were also produced by him. In-recognition of these 
labors, his alma mater, the University of Mississippi, honored him with the well 

-earned degree of Doctor of Divinity. 

Concerning his labors asa preacher, it has been written by one who knew him 
well: “But it is as a preacher of the Gospel, as a living messenger of light in 
the midst of the masses of the idolatrous people, that his work stands out con- 
spicuous. His thirty-three years of constant toilin China has imbedded itself 
in the foundations of Christ’s kingdom, which will abide till the end of the world. 
And how the Christians in that land honored him! To-day his name among 
them is as the sweet incense poured forth. Recently, having heard of his im- 
paired health, they sent him a letter, begging that when he should be called up 
to heaven, his body might be buried with them in Shanghai.” 

He was fifty-six years old when he and his wife, andtheir son Dr. Walter 
Lambuth and his wife, and Dr. Dukes were transferred to Japan. With marvel- 
ous facility he quickly mastered the Japanese language, and with pen as well as 
voice, continued the work until the day of his departure to our Father’s house. 
With a zeal which only death could abate or even diminish, he moved hither and 
thither preaching the Word, wherever a door was opened for him or could be 
opened by him. Hecounted notlife dear, but rejoiced in spending and being 
spent for the salvation of the souls for whom he was seeking in the Master’s 
name. From Kobe to Oita, again and again, he skirted the great Inland Sea, in 
perils oft, but always abounding in the work of the Lord. Who can forget his 
letters of joy over the first converts gained in Japan? or his urgent, almost heart 
broken appeals for helpers in the fields so white unto the harvest ? 

On entering Japan he established himselfin the city of Kobe, and made his 
home at Yama, No. 2, and there in his own hired house, he gathered a native 
congregation about him ; and there his faithful wife abides, turning a deaf ear to 
all entreaties to return to America. Like his, her heart is in the work, and 


where sleeps his body, there too, will her’s be buried to await thé resurrection © 


dawn. 
The last trip away from Kobe was made to Tadotsu, where, on the invitation 
of the Rey. C. B. Moseley, a native Mississippian, he dedicated the church which 
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had been begun under his administration, and where the Japanese men had 
given their ancestral armors and the women their costliest apparel to aid in build- 
ing the Church, towards which a liberal contribution had also been sent by 
friends in Mississippi. He returned to Kobe in time to hold his quarterly con- 
ference ; was taken.sick while in the chair, but remained till the end of the ses- 
sion, the conclusion of the work, and signed the minutes; suffered for a few days 
and then ‘was not, for God took him.” His parting message to the Church 
at home and especially to us, brethren of the Mississippi Conference, was this: 
‘“‘T DIE AT MY POST; the work to be done is great; sendmore men!” April 28, 
1892, in his sixty-third year, he left Kobe and went home to God. 

Dr. Wainright says of him: “His heart was so aglow with the love of God, 
and his character was so Christ-like in purity and simplicity, that people never 
thought of his being of another race and tongue.” 

The Rey. K. Usaki, one of our native preachers, who knew him well and loved 
him much, says of our departed brother: ‘‘His love to Chinamen and Japanese 
was no less than his love for Americans. Even so, he loved their souls that he 
was willing to give them not the gospel of Christ only, but also his own life.” Is 
it any wonder then that some of the Japanese students at the Kwansei Gakum 
should have said to Bro. Newton: ‘‘He is our father, and we want him as our 
model.” Mr. M. Matsurnoto, a theological student in Hiroshima, said at a me- 
morial service in Japan: ‘‘I can never forget that I was baptized by him with 
my brother only six years ago. He was a man of earnest faith, deep love, good 
judgment and great patience. Any une who talked with him could not forget 
him. He was aman ofinfluence.” And all the students at the _Kwansei Gakum 
wrote of him: “We acknowledge and admire his devotional life and his self-sac- 
rificing love to win souls for Jesus. We will remember him as long as our 
church stands in this land ;” and then unanimously and earnestly desired “‘to 
have the remains of our beloved father Lambuth buried here in Kobe to remind 
us constantly of him.” 

Bro. Towson, one of our missionaries writes: ‘Our brother died well.’ It 
could not have been otherwise. Time and again throughout his sickness he af- 
firmed that Christ was with him, using such expressions as these: “Jesus is 
here,” “Jesus has come,” ‘“‘Heisright here, and J know it ts Fesus!” During 
his last day he said to his wife: ‘‘I have views of things which are indescribably 
beautiful ; things which are opening up before me, coming and going; growing 
brighter and surer.” Still speaking to Mrs. Lambuth, he said: “I leave 
you with the Lord. He willtake care of you; yes, and I will be waiting and 
watching for you and the children.” 

April 29, 1892, after the funeral addresses by the Rev. J. C. C. Newton, the 

-Rev. K. Usaki and the Rev. W. E. Towson, in our chapel at Kobe, Japan, in the 
presence of a large concourse of foreignand Japanese Christians, his body, ac- 
cording to his own wishes and the earnest desire of the Japanese Christians, was 
laid away in the cemetery at Kobe to ‘“‘wait the glorious coming of our Lord Je- 
‘sus Christ.” 

Who of our consecrated young brethren in the Mississippi Conference, will re- 
spond to his dying appeal, ‘“‘Send more men!”’ and like Isaiah cry, ‘‘Here am 1; 
send me ?” To. MECEEN. 





LOUIS WALLACE WOOD. 





Rev. Louis Wallace Wood, son of W. W. W. Wood and Euphemie Quegles, 
was born in the city of New Orleans, La., on Saturday, the tenth day of March, 
1855, and died in the village of Pascagoula, Jackson county, Miss., Aug. 26, 1892. 
He was thirty-seven years five months and sixteen days old. 

Bro. Wood was reared in the city of Natchez, Miss., in the Roman Catholic 
communion, and was employed in the postoffice at the time of his remarkable 
conversion. He was introduced into the mysteries of personal, conscious salva- 
tion at the altar in the Wesley Chapel Methodist Church during the pastorate of 
Rey. Nolan B. Harmon, of whom he delighted to speak as the instrument, under 
God, who led him to Christ. Connecting himself unhesitatingly with the church 
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at that place, he was formally received Oct. 26, 1887. The conviction that God 
had a specific work for him to perform seized him, and he straightway addressed 
himself tothe work of ascertaining what his life-mission should be. After mature 
deliberation and much prayer he was moved by the Spirit to the conclusion that 
he must preach that blessed gospel to others which had so mightily delivered him. 
He argued that an expression of Christianity which had effectually overcome all 
his educational prejudices, and absolved his soul from concious condemnation, 
and taken him, a physical wreck, from long-continued dissipation, and clothed 
him in his right mind, was the religion that the world ought to know; and he 
determined, by the grace of God, to spend the remainder of his days and years in 
telling others ‘‘what a dear Savior he had found.” Accordingly he applied for 
recognition by the church, and was licensed to preach by the Quarterly Confer- 
ence at Wesley Chapel, the Rev. W. L. C. Hunnicutt, D. D., conducting the 
examination and signing the license in behalf of the Conference, January, 1888. 

About this time‘he was married to Mrs. Mary W. Hobbs, who was a strong 
support to him in his brief, though eminently successful and laborious career as a 
Methodist itinerant preacher. 

His first appointment, after he was admitted on trial at Vicksburg, was Coving- 
ton circuit, La., Bishop Hargrove making the appointment. There were eiyvht 
appointments on the “plan” received from his predecessor. Bro. Wood added five 
more, making thirteen. He preached three times every Sunday and several times 
during the week, riding on horseback about four thousand miles during that year. 

Having been appointed to this field the next year, the presiding elder, Rev. I. 
W. Cooper, discovered that his health was giving way; sent him to Bay St. Louis, 
on the seashore, making the exchange with the Rev. H.C.Brown, in the interim of 
the Conference. At the close of this year, while he had given satisfaction, he felt, 
perhaps, some more experienced preacher might accomplish more at the Bay than 
he could, and he asked to be removed. 

China Grove circuit was the charge assigned him by Bishop Galloway in 18o9r. 
Here he did faithful work, and was beloved. 

In 1892 there was a request lodged with the presiding elder by some of the 
officials of the Scranton charge, who knew him, to send thém Bro. Wood. ‘The 
appointment was made. Here is where the writer became intimately acquainted 
with him and his work. 

He had just closed a protracted meeting in the village of Pascagoula, where it 
was my privilege to be with him for one service only. 

Bro. Wood preached three times on Sunday before he died, and every night, 
save one, up to Wednesday night. 

He passed a creditable examination on the first,second and third year’s course 
of study, and was addressing himself studiously to the accomplishment of the 
course of the fourth year. 

He said to me’ ‘“‘My dear brother, you have no idea what exquisite pleasure I 
have, in anticipation of finishing my course of study and receiving ‘elder’s orders’ 
in the town of my boyhood, and where ‘I first saw the light,’ and felt the powers 
of the world to come.’ 

The honors he has received transcend by far any that the Mississippi Confer- 


ence can give. e / 
To his saddened, chastened wife, the brethren of the Mississippi Conference 
extend heartfelt condolence.

Report No. 2—Joint Board of Finance. 


To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Annual Conference : 


DEAR FATHERS AND BRETHREN—The Joint Board of Finance respectfully 
submit to you the following as their report of the year’s work : 


We feel that we have cause to be very thankful to our Heavenly Father for 
the success with which He has crowned our efforts. In the collecting and dis- 


 tributing of the Confer@énce Claimants’ Fund, we were trying a new plan, and 


though it had been carefully considered by your Board, it was at best an expe- 
riment. Many of the brethren, while they thought well of it, were fearful of 
failure. Some were sure of it. But your Board were determined to do their 
part of their part of the work, and we knew that our Heavenly Father would do 
the rest. The results have shown that plans were not a failure. In the face of 
an almost unparalleled financial depression, notin one portion, but affecting our 
whole State, we have raised more money for our Conference Claimants than ev- 
er before, and your Board feel confident that but for this depression, the confer- © 
ence collection would have been paid in full. 


It has been the opinion of the Board, that, in order to meet some unexpected 
need, and to meet the wants of those who may come to us, and who cannot be 
considered by the Board till after this session of the Conference, a reserve fund. 
should be created. Hence, the entire amount collected, has not been appropri- 
ated. We havehad reports from all of our claimants but two, and from the in- 
formation containedin them, the distribution has been made. 


The Joint Board is compelied to report a very grave shortage in the expenses 
for delegatesto the General Conference. 


We do not wish to increase the burdens of those who have already done 
their duty, hence we recommend thatthe Presiding Elder of each district take 
this collection in hand and endeavor to bring up next year from their respective 
districts the balance due on the assessment of last year.

Report on the State of the Church. 





Your Committee on the State of the Church offer the following report: 


We are under the necessity of being satisfied with a general view of the field 
in which the members of this Conference have been laboring. ‘- 


From the reports presented to the Conference, and from those more especial- 
ly which have appeared in our church organ, we have abundant reasons to be 
grateful to God for His wonderful displays of saving grace in various portions of 
our ecclesiastical territory. Many of the revivals have been of unusual power and 
the baptism of the Holy Spirit hasin many instances been experienced with more 
than an ordinary manifestation. This has been the case more especially when 
both the ministry and the church have prepared themselves for his coming We 
gather from the spirit of the reports of the preachers that there has been an in- 
crease of faith and consecration and spiritual power on the part of the ministers,and 
consequently the advancement in spiritual condition of the church. The number 
of preachers, who have presented themselves for admission into the itinerant field, 
shows that there has been a forward movement on the part of the church. There 
is great encouragement for more zeal and still greater consecration on the part of 
the preachers. ‘The field is open before us, and we have but to push on the bat- 
tle with renewed vigor. 

Ihe organization of a mission among the Choctaw Indians has been sanc- 
tioned by the great Head of the Church, in the conversion of some, and in the 
calling of one of their number to preach the gospel. 

We think that the preachers have been awakened to the great necessity of a 
more thorough consecration of themselves in the great work to which God has 


called them, and a better qualification acquired only through the enduement of ° 


power from on high. The great want of the Christian Ministry is more spiritual 
power. 

As under shepherds, who have the care of souls,that there may be a still great- 
er increase in the spirituality of the church, we should foster those means which 
would result in the prosperity ofthe church: by guarding the entrance into the 
church, by establishing class-meetings, by fasting, by a stricter enforcement of 
discipline and by guarding against those worldy amusements which have a ten- 
dency to quench the living energy of the christian.graces. We should be careful 
to keep all the rules of the church ourselves, that we may the better enforce their 
observance by the membership. 


Without disparagement of any part of the work, we commend the zealand 
energy of the presiding elder and his colaborers of the Meridian District, and re- 
joice in the success which has attended their labors. On the District there has 
been a large increase both in conversions and accessions to the church. 


We offer the following: 


Resolved, 1st. That it is with profound gratitude that we render praise to God 
for the success which has attended our labors during the past year. 


Resolved, 2nd. That being greatly encouraged by the successes of the past, and

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Report of Sunday School Board. 


We submit the following report : 

In the absence of our beloved brother, Rev. J. T. Nicholson, whose affliction 
we greatly deplore,-and with whose family we deeply sympathize, Rev. J. Wil- 
son Brown was elected chairman in his stead. _ 

The statistics show 403 Sunday Schools within our bounds, with 2113 offi- 
cers and teachers and 16240 scholars. This does not look well, for, while there 
is shown an increase of 5 in the number of schools, there is a decreasein officers 
and teachers of 99 and in scholars of 811. The statistics show a decline in this 
field of christian labor. We believe this decline due to inaccuracy of the reports. 

The amount in the treasury with which we began the year was $503.33 and 
the amount expended, according to disciplinary direction, was $502.50, leaving a 
balance in the treasurer’s hands of 83 cents. ‘The amount received during the 
year from Children’s Day collections, is $513,99, which added to the above 83 
cents balance, gives us $514.82 now on hand. These figures all show a decrease 
from the last year. The law of our church requires the observance of Children’s 
Day, and we are sorry to report that only seventy-six ministers kept it. This 
indicates carelessness that is inexcusable. We trust our ministers will “not mend 
our laws but keep them.” 

Seeing that our Sunday Schools were almost destitute of Bibles, we undertook 
to supply them. Our object was to have each scholar possess his own book and 
use it at home and in the school. We proposed to furnish them Bibles at 10 cents 
and 15 cents each, and if they were not able to pay this sum, by paying what they 
could they were furnished the needed number. Those schools that could pay 
nothing got their Bibles on making proper application. But we have been four 
months distributing 413 Bibles. 

The enemies of Christianity are endeavoring to crush out and suppress the 
Book, and the negligence of our ministers and sunday schools can furnish them 
valuable aid. We still adhere to our purpose, and expect great help from our 
brethren in putting into the handsof the children that which will abide when 
their sermons are forever forgotten. 

The following plan for the distribution of funds for the ensuing year was 
adopted: 

1. The chairman, secretary and treasurer of the Board are constituted an 


‘Executive Committee, to whom all-applications for aid shall be made. 


2. Applications shall be endorsed by preacher in charge or presiding elder. 

3. Applications so enuorsed shall contain satisfactory answers to questions 
asked on blank forms furnished by our Publishing House for this purpose. 

4. Blank forms of application for aid will be furnished to any who may de- 
sire them by the treasurer of our Board, W. A. Gunning, of Natchez, Miss.

We regard the publishing interest of the Church as one of the most important 
factors in the accomplishment of its great mission in the world. 

The power of the press is proverbial, and the church should utilize this power 
for all it is worth. 

‘The pastor who industriously and judiciously scatters among his people good 
religious literature, is doing a work that will tell upon the future prosperity and 
solidity of the church. . 

In regard to the church paper, your committee desire to say with all possible 
emphasis, that no well regulated Christian family can afford to dispense with its 
silent influence. Coming as it does with news fresh from theofield, with well 
written articles from able pens, and with judicious selections from other journals, 
it spreads before us every week a “‘feast of fat things.” 
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The annual report of the Publishing House has been considered, and we note 
with pleasure the prosperity of our connectional organ, and of the Sunday 
School periodicals. We feelthat the preachers would do well to endeavor to 
increase the circulation of the connectional organ of our church, as it supplies a 
need the conference organcan not supply, in that it gives the general news of 
Southern Methodism, which it is not the province of the conference organ to do. 

We regret that the Quarterly Review is not yet self-sustaining. Can not we do 
something to assist in placing this excellent publication upon a self-sustaining ba- 
sis ? 

We note with regret some things in the annual report of the Publisher of the 
New Orleans Christian Advocate, yet considering the financial pressure of the 
country it is an encouraging showing. 

Dr. C. W. Carter is still at the helm, and manages his department with dis- 
tinguished ability. We can but wish that he was more in touch with us, so as to 
be able to better represent the interests of Methodism in Mississippi in the 
columns of the paper. We regret the resignation of Rev. B. F. Lewis as the as- 
sistant editor. We recommend for the publishing committee: Rev. W. B. Lewis, 
Rey. R. J. Jones, Rev. J. W. Chambers. 

We offer the following resolutions: ; 

Resolved, 1st. That we are pleased with the business and editorial manage- 
ment of our conference organ. | 

Resolved, 2nd. That we have been more than pleased with the special edition 
for our conference.

‘Report of Board of Education.

From the reports made to us from the several institutions of learning, we 
submit the following exhibit, viz. : : 


CENTENARY COLLEGE OF LOUISIANA. 


‘“The number of students is smaller than usual owing chiefly to the low price 
of cotton and the overflow,” but “order, studiousness and mental progress have 
characterized the students, and the professors and teachers have shown themselves 
capable and faithful.” ‘““The large majority of the students are members of some 
church and a wholesome moral and religious influence pervades the student body.” 
‘All the students spend about an hour daily in the study of the Scriptures accom- 
panied with prayer.” Ten young men are preparing for the ministry and the 
preachers meetings are held weekly. 

The endowment has been carried up to about $90.000. The buildings are in 
fair repair and a gymnasium is in process of erection. 

We recommend that W. L. C. Hunnicutt be re-appointed president. 


MILLSAPS COLLEGE. 


The buildings of this college have been completed and are in every way ad- 
mirably adapted to their intended use. The session was opened in September, 
with six members in the faculty, all thoroughly qualified for their respective 
chairs. The students number to date 139. 

Of the proposed endowment fund, there is in hand and invested in good secu- 
rities and yielding an income $67.600; and there is $1414.30 in cash uninvested. 
Besides this there is the “‘W. H. Tribette scholarship” of $3000 00 in interest 
bearing bonds and $1056 75 on other scholarships not yet invested, making a total 
of endowment and scholarship funds of $73. 071.01. With the payment of $5. 89s.- 
70, the additional $25.000 from Major Millsaps will be secured. ‘There are $17.- 
538.67 in notes out of which to collect this amount. This sum ought by all means 
to be secured at once, so that the interest on Maj. Millsaps’ additional $25.000 can 
be utilized for the current expenses. This Board recommends to our presiding Bish- 
op to appoint an energetic agent to push the collections for the endowment fund. 
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The Board adopts as its own, the concluding sentence from the report of the 
president of the Board of trustees, viz: ‘‘With thankfulness to the great Head of 
_ the Church for the auspicious inauguration of this great enterprise, and the 
blessings which have attended it thus far: we commend its interests to the 
fostering care and prayerful consideration of the Mississippi Conference.” 


WHITWORTH FEMALE COLLEGE. 


A number of needed repairs have been made upon the buildings of this col- 
lege. There are fifteen officers and teachers and despite the stringency in money 
matters, there have been enrolled as many boarding pupils to date, as during the 
whole of last session. The number of pupils is 130 of whom I1oo are boarders. 
~ There is an Epnorth League in the college, which is doing great good ina social, 
literary and religious point of view. 


PORT GIBSON FEMALE COLLEGE. 


Is reported as being in as good a condition as formerly, and is equipped to 
give a finished education tothe daughters of our people. This Board recom- 
mends that B. F. Jones be appointed president, and that H.C. Mounger, and S. C. 
Humphreys be confirmed as members of the Board of Trustees. 


EAST MISSISSIPPI FEMALE COLLEGE. 


We have no Official report from this college, but have learned from indirect 
sources that it hasan able faculty and a promising corps of students. The board- 
ing pupils have the opportunity of attending weekly studies inthe Bible which 
are very profitable. : 

EDWARD McGEHEE COLLEGE FOR GIRLS. 


The report of the Board of Trustees informs us that this institution has 
made decided improvement in every department since their last report and espec- 
ially in patronage. Its influence for good, for higher life and higher thought are 
plainly manifest in the community where it exists. We recommend that II. 
_W. Featherstun be re-appointed to the presidency and that the election of H. C. 
Newsom, W. A. Gunning and H. C. Rogers as trustees be confirmed by this Con- 
ference. 


PAYNE AND LANE INSTITUTES. 


This Board laments that the resolutions adopted by the last conference to 
raise $300 for the benefit of these institutions was not more generally observed by 
our pastors. We think that every noble instinct of humanity and every inspira- 
tion of Christianity appeal to us to do what we can for the elevation of the race 
which was faithful during slavery and are kindly and helpful in their freedom. 

We report the amount collected from the various pastoral charges for educa- 
tion and paid tous to be $963.25, of which we have paid to Centenary College 
$403.65; to Millsaps College $403.60; to Payne and Lane Institutes $121.00; for 
Publishing the Minutes of the present session $35.00. 

We recommend the adoption of the following, viz: 

Fesolved, That $2000 be raised for educational purposes from the pastoral 


charges upon the basis of the assessments for the Bishops, and that $400 be paid | 


to Centenary College; $1300 to Millsaps College and $300 to the Payne and 


Lane Institutes.

The assessment upon the Mississippi Conference for Church Extension made 
by the General Board is $2820.00. 

The assessment among the several districts, and amounts collected, are as fol- 
lows:

A collection taken by Dr. David Morton, on Saturday morning last, amount- 
ed to $189.50, $58.5. of this last being cash, which makes the total sum from all 
sources $1830.15.

Surely it is not necessary for us to urge upon you the necessity of this branch 
of ourchurch work. When we'state that the General Board of Church Extension, 
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aided by the Conference Boards, have added to Southern Methodism during the 
year, one church or parsonage building, in every eighteen hours the imperative 
need of the work is clearly demonstrated. 

ow suicidal to our interests as a.church, therefore, is neglect of this work! 
Nevertheless your Board felt called upon to pass the following resolution: 

Whereas, It appears that some of our preachers seem to minify the Church 
Extension interests, even tothe extent of utterly neglecting to raise a single 
cent of their assessment—Brandon Station, Utica Charge and Percy’s Creek 
being prominent instances—and, whereas, some of the brethren seem to dis- 
criminate in their collections against this great arm of our service, which is not 
second to any other. Resolved, That this Board kindly protests against such 
action whether it be one of purpose, or one of negligence which is just as serious 
in its results, crippling our Board in its good work. 

There were fifteen applications for aid presented to the Board asking for 
more than $2000.00, while the amount on hand to be distributed, was only $915.- 
o71g.

Unless we do our part, both in 
giving and inducing others to give, we are guilty of our brothers’ blood. 


Thousands of lives go out in darkness every day for lack of the light we with-— 


hold. The islands of the sea stretch out their hands to us imploringly. The new- 
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made grave of our Lambuth, (the heathens’ friend) beckons us to come over to 
their help. His dying words echo in our ears: “Send more men.” How can 
they hear without a preacher? How.can they preach except they be sent?) How 
can they be sent without means? Covetousness is constantly plucking pinions 
from the wings of the missionary angel. Oh Lord, how long shall these things be! 

We note a few facts for stimulus and encouragement: 

The plan for paying the debt is succeeding beyond expectation. If our 
people generally will only deny themselves a little of their usual indul- 
gences during the first week in January and devote the proceeds to this purpose; . 
and if all our preachers will enlist the children in the ‘‘Penny Helper” plan, the 
debt will disappear before the Ides of March. 

Our Conference has raised already for this purpose the sum of $1154.74 
through the solicitors and quite a sum through the Penny Helpers—the exact 
amount not ascertainable.

Pocahontas Circuit from the Jackson District and»Percy Creek from the 
Woodville District have reported nothing. 

A new Mission in Wayne County, established during the year, has been sup- 
ported and an active man has been at work. ; 

The work of our Domestic Missions will speak more specifically through the 
report of our statistical secretary appended hereto. We have no reason to be 
ashamed, and no desire to conceal the lights and shades of this part of the field. 
The only great shadow is, that our collections fall short of the appropriations, 
actually earned and already allowed, by $629.45. 

At the anniversary meeting, the sunt of $87.00 was raised, to be divided be- 
tween the Foreign and Domestic works. 

The work of our Indian Mission fostered by our Board, sustained by the per- 
sistent effort of Bro. A. D. Miller, and effectually operated by Bro. W. W. Cam- 
mack, has far exceeded our most sanguine hopes. We report that $561.70 has 
been raised and expended for this work. In addition to this $160.00 has been ex- 
pended on a church building and $65.00 worth of literature, (mostly in Choctaw 
donated by the American Bible Society.) There have been 18 accessions to the 
church, most of them truly converted. One preacher licensed and admitted to 
the conference. This is very encouraging, we think, under the existing conditions. 

We shall offer the following for udoption by the Conference: 


Ist. Resolved, that we will observe the week of praver and self-denial for 
_ missions, recommended by the general Board, viz: The first week in January 
prox., or the first week thereafter practicable. 

2nd. That we will use all reasonable means and diligent effort to remove the 
debt from the Board during the month of January. 

3rd. That we will take regular collections, both for Foreign and Domestic 
work and strive to secure the full assessments before the first of April. 

4th. That we heartily rejoice in the work accomplished among the Indians, 
and recommend the re-appointment of Bro. W. W. Cammack as Missionary, and 
Bro. A. D. Miller as special solicitor and agent for the work. 

5th. That we will try to put our Missionary publications into the hands of 
our people.

Report on Sabbath Observance. 


It is a lamentable fact that there is a wide spread desecration of the Sabbath. 
Social visiting, receiving mail, visiting depots, and traveling on trains, are shad- 
ows on the holy Sabbath in our country. Drummers and other business: men 
leave home onthe Sabbath to be at the place of business early Monday. Cars 
are crowded on the Sabbath with people who are taking a “‘little trip.” 

The home life in many places, has lost the power and sacred influence of the 
Sabbath, which is one secret of the worldliness in the home and in the church. 

The European Sabbath seems to be moving to America. In many places the 
laws of the land are defied, barber shops, stores and places of amusements are 
open all day. Where the Sabbath is desecrated, there is more interest taken in 
beer gardens and parks than in churches. 

We would emphasize the truth that the Sabbath is not only a bulwark of the 
Church, but of civilization. We must, as Christians, be wide awake to the dan- 
gers threatening the sacredness of the Sabbath. Our ministers must lead the 
way by example and precept. 
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Resolved tst., That the ministers of this conference endeavor to get the 
ministers of other churches to co-operate with them in using their influence with 
the legislators, to pass such laws as may be necessary to stop the running of 
trains on the Sabbath. 

Resolved 2nd., That petitions be circulated to accomplish this end. 

Resolved 3rd, That we, as a conference, commend the action of Congress in 
closing the gates of the Columbian Exposition on the Sabbath, and urge it to 
stand by its former action. 

Resolved 4th, That in order to avoid Sunday travel by the preachers in com- 
ing to Conference, we request the College of Bishops to change the time for 
holding the session of our Annual Conference from Wednesday to Thursday. 

Resolved 5th. Chat a committee of three members of this Conference be ap- 
pointed to present a memorial to our representatives in Congress against the 
opening of the Columbian Exhibition on Sunday.

Report of Bible Committee. 


Your Committee to whom was referred the consideration of the Bible Cause, 
beg leave to report as follows: 

1. The American Bible Society has just completed the fourth and last general 
canvass of the United States. During this canvass, it expended over $34,000.00 in 
furnishing the destitute in Mississippi the Word of God, and stlli there is great 
demand for work at home. To say nothing of the destitute among the natives, 
both black and white, there are multitudes of foreigners scattered throughout our 
land, who should be supplied with the Holy Scriptures, and we have to look to 
the American Bible Society alone to supply them. 

11. The Society has recently undertaken the important work of placing a 
copy of the Bible in the hands of every Sunday School child in the land who can 
read, and it is calling upon all who feel an interest in the salvation of the children, 
to assist in this great undertaking. We are giad to learn that the Sunday School 
Board of the Mississippi Conference, has taken hold of this work and we most sin- 
cerely hope that they will persevere therein. Surely everything that can be done 
ought to be done to accomplish this work. 

111. We wish to call the attention of the Conference, to the work of the 
American Bible Society in foreign fields. In addition to supplying the Mission- 
aries with Bibles and Testaments free of charge, it has over 300 agents and col- 
porters employed in these fields, for the one purpose of circulating the Word of 
God among the benighted. It is through the labors of these representatives of 
the American Bible Society and of the British and Foreign Bible Societies, that 
the way is being opened up for the preaching of the Missionaries in heathen lands. 
The demands for work in all the foreign fields are increasing rapidly, and these 
demands must be met or the evangelization of the world will be greatly retarded. 

Therefore, Resolved, 1. That the month of October be set apart as a perma- 
nent time for taking the collection for the Bible Cause hereafter, and each pastor 
be requested to take a collection in each of his congregations during said month. 

2. That we welcome the District Superintendent, J. W. McLaurin, to our 
charges, and obligate ourselves to do all we can to secure for him a large hearing 
on the part of the people, whenever he finds it convenient to visit us.

Report on Temperance. 





The evil of intemperance, in the use of “spirituous liquors,’’ arrays itself in 
formidable opposition against the cause of Christ. The appreciation of the 
magnitude of this evil ought to be constantly and emphatically asserted by us. It 
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is most subtle and prolific in its tendency to cause men to desecrate the Sabbath, 
to profane God’s name, to despise His will, tolead others into temptation, and to 
propagate innumerable evils both national and ecclesiastical. 

Let it be our peculiar glory, if needs be, by purpose, precept and practice, by 
doctrine and discipline, carefully, prudently, and vigilantly to maintain, or excel 
our rank in the accelerating march of the Church militant. Tothis end we earn- 
estly and gratefully recommend the law of our State, which since its last revision, 

_is more nearly in accord with the Word and ‘will of Him, who taught us to pray, 
‘‘Lead us not into temptation, but deliver us from evil,” than any law, perhaps of 
similar import our State has ever enjoyed. 

This law of the State, and the law of our Chnrch, furnish means for the 
suppression of the liquor traffic, which.we heartily endorse and recommend for 
the use of all good citizens and the promotion of the peace and quiet of the land. 
Of it, it may be said, ‘‘Wisdom is jutified of her children.” Under its influence 
during the past year several counties have voted against the sale of liquors, mak- 
ing about fifty out of the seventy-five of the State. There are no saloons in the 
Brookhaven and Brandon Districts. They exist only on the coast in the Sea 
Shore District, and after next March all will be closed in the Meridian District. 

We cordially commend the temperance departments of the New Orleans 
Christian Advocate and of the general organ of the church, at Nashville. 

We recommend the pure juice of the grape for use in the Sacrament of the 
Lord’s Supper. 

Prudently and consistently let us advance in this great cause, “having in a 
readiness to avenge all disobedience when our obedience is fulfilled.”

CONFERENCE BROTHERHOOD. 





CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS OF THE MISSISSIPPI CONFERENCE BROTHERHOOD 





Preamble—Feeling that we may mutually aid each other by the organization 
of a Brotherhood on the mutual insurance plan, and that our families might de- 
rive benefit therefrom, therefore, we, the undersigned, traveling preachers of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, in the State of Mississippi, with a view to 
affording immediate assistance to the family of a deceased brother, do pledge our- 
selves to each other according to the terms of a Brotherhood hereinafter described 


CONSTITUTION. 


ARTACLE J]. This organization shall be known as the Brotherhood of Trav- 
.eling Preachers of the Mississippi Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South. 

ArT. II. Every effective traveling preacher of said Mississippi Conference, 
not over fifty years of age, shall be eligible to membership. 

ArT. III. The membership of this Brotherhood shall not extend Beyond the 
limits of said Mississippi Conference, except in case of the transfer of a member 
to another Conference, when said member, so transferred, may continue his mem- 
bership by complying with the Constitution and By-Laws of said Brotherhood. 


ArT. IV. Any person may become an honorary member of this Brotherhood, 


with all its privileges and obligations,except to be a claimant on the mortuary fund, 
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ArT. V. The officers of said Brotherhood shall consist of a President, a 
Vice-President, a Secretary, a Treasurer and snch other officers as may be from 
time to time appointed. 


Art. VI. .The officers of said Brotherhood shall be elected quadrennially at 
the time and place of the meeting of Annual Conference, by receiving a plurality 
of the votes cast by those present, and shall serve without compensation. 


ArT. VII. It shall be the duty of each beneficiary member upon official no- 
tice of the death'of a member to remit to the Treasurer an assessment of $5.00, and 
of each honorary member an assessment of $1.00. If any member shall fail to pay 
said assessment within 60 days after the call of the Secretary, he shall be deprived, 
by suspension of all benefits of the Brotherhood, and if said assessment shall not 
have been paid within four months, such delinquency shall work a forfeiture of 
membership. 


ArT. VIII. No part of the foregoing Constitution shall be changed or 
amended except by a majority vote of the beneficiary members of the Brotherhood, 


BY-LAWS. 

SecTion I. The officers of the Brotherhood shall perform such duties as 
usually pertain to such offices in similar organizations, and in addition thereto, 
such other duties as have been specified in the Constitution. 

Sec. IJ. The regular meetings of the Brotherhood shall be held at the place 
and time of meeting of the Mississippi Conference, on such day, and at such hour, 
as the President may designate, by giving due notice by proclamation in the Con- 
ference, as other notices are given ; and the members of the Brotherhood present, 
after such notice is given, shall constitute a quorum to transact business. 


Sec. III. There shall be a Board of Managers, of five members appointed 
by the President, within thirty days after each annual meeting of the Brother- 
hood, having reference to their contiguity and facilities for communication, whose 
duty it shall be to fill any vacancy that may occur inthe offices. Said Board of 
Managers shall hold their offices for one year, and until their successors shall 
have been appointed. They shall at all times have access to the books of the Sec- 
retary and Treasurer, and shall have power of removal from office for sufficient 
cause. All matters of complaint shall be referred to them, and said Board of 
Managers shall have power in the interim of the regular meetings of the Brother- 
hood to advise, direct and control the affairs of the Brotherhood within the re- 
strictions of the Constitution. 


Sec. IV. Each and every person seeking admission into the Brotherhood as 
a beneficiary member shall take upon himself this pledge: I do hereby 
promise to comply with the Constitution and By-Laws of the Brotherhood of 
Traveling Preachers of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, paying my an- 
nual dues and all mortuary assessments whenever notified and requested so to do, 
and to use all diligence in building up and promoting the interest of the Brother- 
hood ; and in default hereof I agree to forfeit all my rights and privileges under 
said Constitution and Laws. 

Sec. V. Any member suspended for non-payment of dues, or mortuary fees, 
may be reinstated at any time by paying tothe Treasurer the dues and assess- 
ments upon which he was suspended, together with those that have accrued du- 
ring the past twelve months, and which he has failed to pay. 


Sec. VI. These By-Laws, or any of them may be altered or amended by a 
majority vote of the members present at any regular meeting of the Brotherhood.
